OF DUOLLARS, have been overdue and anpald
for some Uime past;

Boction 1, Be it enucted by the Senate and FHowuae
of Representutives of the Conemonwealth of Penn-
splvania in Goneral Assembiy met, and ;:OI: hereby
enacted by the authority of the same, That the
Governor, Auditor-General, and State Trene
Furer be, and are hereby, suthorized wnd eme-
powerced to borrow, on the fuith of the Come

which certificates of loan or bonds shall not be
Bubject to nmy taxailon whatever, for Btate,
munieipal, or loeal purposes, and shall be pa
ble ns [ollows, namelyi=Five milllons of dolltre
pityabie Al any time after five years, and
within ten yeurs; elght millions of dollare Vi~
ble at any time after ten yoeurs, and \ll'ltihfl.:zn ff-
teen years; and ten miillons of dollars at any
time after fifteen yenrs, and within twenty-five
years; aud shall be signed by the Governor and
State Tressurer, and countersigmed by the
Auditor-General, and registered in the books of
the Anditor-Generul, and to be transferable on
the books of the Commonwealth, at the
Farmers' apd Mechanics' National Bank of
Phlladelphla; the procesds of the whole of
whichi losn, lm-lml!n‘; {premlmaw atoatera,
received on the same, shinll be u{- iled (o the
peyment of the bonds and certificates of in-
debteduess of the Cotmonwealth,

Section 2, The blds for the sald loan shall ba
opened in the presence of the Goven nor, Audl-
or«Geperal, and State Troosurar, and awarded
to the highest bldder: Provided, That no certifi-
cale bereby nuihorized to be lssued shall be
negotinted for less than {ts par value,

section 4. The bonds of the State and certifi-
cales of Indebteduess, now overdue, shall be
recelvable In paymont of the sald loan, nnder
such reguintions as the Governor, Auditor-
General, und Biate Troasurer may preseri
und evary bidder for the loan now anthorl
¢ be lpsued, shall stute In bis bid whether the
sume ls payabie in ensh or in the bonds, or

Bection 4, That all trustees, execntors, admine
Istintors, guardians, agents, tréensurers, coms
mitices, or other persons, holding, in & fdo-
clary eapaclly, bouds or cértifieates of Indebt~
e¢dness of the State or moneys, are hereby
authorized to bid for the loan hereby authorised
